MINISTERS SCORE ‘Spectacular Mill Fire 
Causes $150,000 Loss 


Four Departments of Warren Company Plant 


Destroyed—Head of Firm Blames Rotten 
Fire Hose for Extensive Damage. 


foundry destroyed four departments 
of the Warren Company, refrigerator 
manufacturers, at 905 Fair street, 
early last night, causing damage esti- 
mated ut $150,000. 

The olaze, the most spectacular in 
Atlanta in recent months, burned 
through the foundry, reconditioning 
plant, woodworking shop and dry kiln. 
The departments were housed in a 
one-story structure of brick and 
frame construction covering an area 
80 feet by 180 feet. 

V. P Warren, president of the 
company, blamed the Atlanta fire de- 
partment for much of the loss, charg- 
ing that the department at first sent 
only one company to combat the blaze, 
and that rotten hose was used in 
fighting the fire. Breaks occurred in 
at least a dozen lines of hose, he 
claimed. 


All the machinery in the wood- 
working department, costing thousands 
of dollars, was ruined by the fire; 
more ihan a hundred refrigerators 
in the reconditioning department were 
consumed; thousands of feet of val- 
uable timber in the kiln were burned, 
and all the foundry equipment lost. 

The glaze started shortly after 6 
o'clock. James Bryant, a machinist 


Fire caused by flying sparks in the f employed by the company, was pass- 


ing throngh the foundry and discover- 
ed that sparks had fallen on some 


oil tanks and had set the place afire. 

The fire spread quickly to the 
woodworking department and the roof 
was ablaze by the time the first fire 
engine company reached the scene. A 
second alarm was sounded, calling ad- 
ditional companies, but by the time 
they arrived the four departments were 
doomed. 

Flames from the burning building 
shot 40 feet into the air, sending off 
huge clouds of smoke. A crowd esti- 
mated at more than 5,000 persona 
gathered to watch the blaze, while 
hundreds of automobiles were parked 
on streets around the blazing struc- 
ture, 

The fire burned for more than two 
hours before it was finally brought 


under ‘control by the firefighters. Only 
the fact that a fire screen separated 
the one-story structure from the main 
plant of the refrigerator company pre- 
vented the entire factory from being 
destroyed. 

Mr. Warren estimated the loss to 
the factory at 8150,000. It was not 


protected by Insurance because the

repeal of the prohibition law. On the 
same day they also will vote affirma- 
tively or negatively on the legalization 
of the manufacture and sale of beer 
and wine in Georgia. 

In tie state primary last fall 270, 
257 voters participated. 
ties of Fulton, Chatham, Richmond. 
Bibb and Muscogee cast 46,556 of 
this total. These counties contain 
the cities of Atlanta, Savannah, Au- 
gusta, Macon and Columbus. They 
have together 72,910 voters eligible 
for*the May 15 referendum. 

Cities Claimed by Both. 
Advocates of repeal and also of the 

retention of. the prohibition law lay 
claim to the cities as well as the 
smaller towns and the rural vote. 

Repealists point to the referendum 
in Atlan‘a in the democratic primary 
last year where the vote for fepeal 
of the prohibition law was 9,454 for 
repeal to 3,802 against. They have 
emphasized that they expect to do bet- 
ter than this three-to-one margin in 
Atlanta in the coming referendum.

„We, the Methodist Preachers’ As- 
sociation of Atlanta, in regular ses- 
sion on this the 15th day of April, 
1935, hereby express our deepest re- 
gret at the statement of Rey.

McBrayer, pastor of Lakewood 
Heights Methodist church, that he 
favored repeal of Georgia’s dry laws. 


“That the preachers’ meeting as- 
sembled on April 15 repudiates the 
statement of Rev. McBrayer, denies 
the allegations, reasserts its uncom- 
promising warfare on the liquor busi- 
ness, and most heartily indorses the 
state bone dry law as the best means 
of promoting sobriety, temperance and 
high morality in the state, and pro- 
tecting our people from the awful 
ravages of licensed liquor. 

“That the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, South, for a generation has 
declared by nnanimous vote in its rep- 
resentative body, the general confer- 
ence, its unfailing opposition to liq- 
uor in any form, and its adherence 
to the doctrines of prohibition. The 
fundamental law of the church con- 
tains this paragraph: ‘Let all our 
preachers and members abstain from 
the manufacture or sale of intoxicat- 
ing liquors to be used as a beverage, 
from signing petitions for their sale, 
from becoming bondsmen for any per- 
son as a condition for obtaining a 
license, from acting as a dispenser or 
voluntarily accepting an appointment 
or election as such under the laws of 
any state in which there is a dis- 
pensary law authorizing the sale of 
intoxicating liquors by the state, 
eounty or municipality, and from 
renting property to be used for such 
sale. If any member shall violate any 
of the provisions of this paragraph, 
he shall be deemed guilty of im- 
morality.” And every member joining 
the Methodist church pledges himself 
to be subject to the discipline of the 
church, and perjures himself when- 
ever he votes for liquor. 

“We reaffirm our full co-operation 
with the Georgia Temperance League 
and every similar organization against 
the return of the legalized liquor traf- 
fie to our state and country. 

“Every minister of the church is 
enthusiastically and wholeheartedly 
engaged in the preaching of the doc- 
trine of temperance and advocating 
prohibition, believing in it with nis 
whole heart, and the only exception 
we know of is Rev. Mr. McBrayer. 
We repudiate the stand he has taken 
and reaffirm our conviction that pro- 
hibition is the one way out, and call 
upon all of our people to vote to re- 
tain the bone dry law on May 15.

One thing that 1 sate little to say 
about for the past. few months has 
been the devastation of scenic areas. 
There are certain intangible assets 
in every state that are given too 
little thought. One of these is scen- 
ery, and the thing I am hitting at 
right now is the billboards.: 

It is most discouraging to drive 
up a long mountain road, expecting 
to see a magnificent sweep of moun- 
tain ranges in the distance when you 
get to the top, only to be confronted 
by a billboard advertising some sort 
of chewing gum or scratch feed or 
non-wearing automobile tires. Adver- 
tising is a necessary thing, I sup- 
pose, in a eompetitive age like this 
one, but there is no earthly excuse 
for fighting your competitor on the 
edge of the highway. If it were 
possible to sell it I believe the ma- 
jor companies of America would be 
cutting throats for the privilege of 
painting their signs on the walls of 
the Grand Canyon. 

Billboards are a detriment to scen- 
ie attractions, but they also consti- 
tute a menace to driving. What 
ehance has a motorist to wateh the 
curve far ahead if the billboards 
are stuck on both sides of the road, 
going and coming? The flashy col- 
ors of these billboards take the driv-

ors. ee trom the —5 — 
the road. Accidents are actually 
more prevalent in billboard infested 
eguntry than in places where they 
are not prevalent. 

The supreme court of Massachu- 
setts has set a noteworthy example 
in deciding a famous case against | be 
the billboard industry. This court 
held that billboards are offensive to 
good taste and fitness; that they ruin 
scenic beauty and property values; 
and that they endanger highway trav- 
el. In Massachusetts it was done by 
law. Down here in rgia we can 
do it by another means. It is a 
serious step, but it could be done. 1 
refer to the economic boycott of all 
companies using billboard space. If 
you enjoy seeing the rural sections 
plastered with posters, help yourself, 
This looks like a good conservation 
movement to me and I should like 
to see it become state-wide, with tell- 
ing effect during the next two. years. 
Whatever it takes to get rid of a 
nuisance, Georgia has it. The bill- 
board is one of the worst. What is 
your idea about it? 

A red sign on @ pine tree adds 
nothing to my appreciation of the tim- 
ber. Nor does a billboard make me 
feel more kindly toward the com- 


modity it advertises. Let’s do away 
with em.

STRESA PAVES THE WAY 


While the fire-eaters of Europe 
are obviously disappointed over the 
lack of fireworks at the Strésa con- 
ference, and while many of the 
knotty problems that must be 
solved before peace can be assured 
are not dealt with in the agree- 
ment reached between the heads of 
the British, French and Italian gov- 
ernments, the negotiations as 4 
whole pave the way for a peaceful 
settlement of the acute situation 


brought about by Hitler’s defiance |’ 


of the military clauses of the Ver- 
Sailles treaty. 

The conferees were in unison 
on France’s request for a common 
front to the League Council; on the 
need of an eastern European pact; 
on the proposal of a defensive air 
pact; in “regretting’’ Germany's de- 
cision to rearm, and in agreeing 
that Austria, Hungary and Bulgaria 
should be permitted to increase 
within reason their armed forces. 

There was no bitter condemna- 
tion of Hitler, no threats of war 1 
Germany did not recede from her 
demands, and no iron-clad agree- 
ments tying the three great powers 
together in case either was attacked 

Any of these steps would have 
brought a tense situation in which 
an insignificant incident might have 
touched off the fireworks of another 
major war in Europe. 

That the conference restrained 
itself to the reaching of full under- 
standing of the positions of Great 
Britain, France and Italy and the 
laying of a foundation on which 
can be built a greater assurance of 
peace, is due to the calm and 
cautious attitude of the British. 
Throughout the furore created by 
the Hitler announcement the Brit- 
ish diplomats have remained unrvf- 
fled to an extent which called forth 
caustic comment by lesser officials 
of the French and Italian govern- 
ments. Heedless of the tumult, 
they went about securing in Rus- 
sia and the smaller powers first- 
hand information on the reaction to 
a rearmed Germany and then came 
to Stresa prepared to discuss the 
situation with Mussolini and the 
French. 

So while there were no fireworks 
at Stresa, the results secured are 
such as to justify optimism that a 
new groundwork for peace has been 
laid.

which quit 36 hours before the 
time for adjournment, leaving much 
important business unfinished, illus- 
trates one of the unfortunate ef- 
fects of the tendency to pile every- 
thing that is to be done on the 


federal government—to let Uncle 


Sam do it.” 

The island solons refused to com- 
plete their tasks, charging a ‘‘dic- 
tatorial colonial policy to Washing- 
ton,” not because they felt the peo- 
ple of the island were being op- 
pressed but because they did not 
like the way relief and rehabilita- 
tion money from the American 
treasury was being spent. 

The taxes paid by Puerto Rica 
are but a fractional part of the Sums 
being sént to the island for relief 
and reconstruction of its agricul- 
ture, industries and business. They 
are straight-out gifts to the Puerto 
Ricans, little of which can be ex- 
pected to be returned in future 
taxes. 

Nevertheless, the Puerto Rican 
solons are unwilling to perform vi- 
tally important duties because they 
feel that they, instead of Washing- 
ton, should dictate the manner in 
which these gifts should be dis- 
tributed. 

Their strike“ is similar to that 
Staged by those on relief in Mil- 
waukee last year, and who proceed- 
ed to terrorize law-abiding citizens 
and damage business plants in the 
effort to have their will control the 
size and manner of distribution of 
the doles they were receiving. 
The old ban against looking gift 
horses in the face seems to be dis- 
appearing before the ever-increasing 
demand that “Uncle Sam do it“ 
and that he do it the way he is 
told to.

AUGUSTA’S BICENTENNIAL 


There will be cordial interest 
throughout Georgia im thé cere- 


monies during the week of May 12 


at which Augusta will celebrate the 
200th anniversary of the city’s 
founding by General Oglethorpe. 

In establishing the town that was 
later ta become not only one of 
the state’s most important commer- 
cial and industrial centers, but 
world famous as a winter resort, 
General Oglethorpe named it for 
the Princess Augusta of Saxony, 
who in that year married the Prince 
of Wales and later became the 
mother of George Ill. 

It soon became the chief trading 
Station in Georgia, a position it held 
for a hundred years; was one of 
the most important military posts 
in the south during the pre-Revolu- 
tionary period, and was the site of 
many historic conferences between 
the Indians and the whites, the for- 
mer at the conferences held in 
1763. and 1773, ceding large areas 
of land for occupancy by the Eng- 
lish. | 

When in 1778 Savannah, the first 
capital of the state, fell before the 
ouslaughts of the combined sea and 
land forces of the British, the cap- 
ital was moved to Augusta, where 


moved to Louisville, in the heart of 
what was then the most thickly 
settled section of Georgia. One of 
the chief munitions works of the 
Confederacy was located in Augus- 
ta, some of the ruins of which are 
still standing. 

The bicentennial will be marked 
by the presentation of a historical 
pageant in which the many out- 
Standing events in the life of the 
city since its founding will be de- 
picted. 

For a half century before the 
Civil War the beaux and belles from 
all parts of the south came fre- 
quently to Augusta, giving the city 
wide fame as a social center. This 
reputation it has maintained, espe- 
cially since its development as a 
winter resort to which tourists 
come from all over the world. 

Augusta’s sister cities in Georgia 
should join heartily in the celebra - 
tion of the 200th anniversary of her 
founding.

There is such an enormous 
waste of energy in the universe that 
the time must inevitably arrive when 
the sources of life have disappeared 
and the universe becomes a vast dead 
thing, full of dead suns and planets 
and a dead little earth somewhere, of 
course. We cannot live when the sun 
is dead, our sun that is, and the mil- 
lion other suns there are. 


Insignificant 
Earth. 


Our earth, says Professor Claude, 
is about the least important thing in 
the universe. If this is true, it 
ought to dispose us to a little hu- 
mility. For we have a way of imag- 
ining the earth something like the 
hub of the universe, the center, so 
to speak of the cosmos, the most im- 
portant spot, just because we live on 
it. Man has built up, says Profes- 
sor Claude, systems of philosophy, he 
means religion, which theoretically 
cover all eternity. How foolish these 
theories are, he adds, when you begin 
to know something of the reality; He 
does not mean evolution, the mere 
mention of which sends cold shivers 
down the backs of our fundamental- 
ists, who are forever on the alert to 
rush to the aid of God. As if the 
almighty, omnipotent deity had need 
of their little testimony of support. 
The very thought is blasphemy. 

f course there is an opposite 
theory. Other scientists do not think 
the universe will exhaust itself. They 
say: Somewhere in that infinite 
space there are bodies which have not 
yet reached the explosive stage, which 
are not a mass of flames yet as our 
sun, from which flames 196,000 miles 
high are shooting up. ‘These other 
bodies will explode in due course of 
time, as the sun exploded once, and 
they will fill the universe with new 
energy. But Professor Claude says of 
these other theories that they ate 
nothing but grandiose hypotheses, 
mere suppositions. The fact is that 
the present universe is petering out, 
so to speak, and that the expectation 


of some kind of refuelling is just a

While the industry 
favors regulation by a federal agency 
Mr. Rodgers explained that it also 
was insisting that the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission be reorganized to 
provide a separate division to ad- 
minister the proposed act. He made 
a strong plea to Georgia operators to 
support the code and the Motor Ve- 
hicle Association, of Georgia. 

Warns Against Regulation, 

Judge Edgar Watkins, transporta- 
tion attorney, and former examiner 
of the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion, warned against the evils of regu- 
lation by commission, He traced the 
history of the Interstate Commerece 
Act and its application to railroad 
regulation, emphasizing the dangers 
of over-regulation: He urged the 
operators to “stick” to the code and 
the NRA because they had accom- 
plished more for their industry under 
code regulation than had been possible 
in all the years of their prior exis- 
tence, 

H. D. Horton, of Charlotte, N. C.,

HISTORY’S FASHION PARADE. : 
VII—Cavaliers and Puritans. 

During the reign of King Charles 

I. two great parties in England came 


to blows. On the one side were the 
Cavaliers, on the other the Puritans. 
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A Cavalier and 3 Puritan. 


The name Cavalier came from.a 
French term meaning “horseman” or 
“knight”; and the Cavaliers of Eng- 
land were in general of the more well- 
hey were friends of the 
king. 

The Puritans were English Protest- 
ants who believed that the form of 
worship should be more simple than 
that of the Church of England. They 
were enemies of the king; and under 
the lead of Oliver Cromwell, they 
fought and defeated the kings sol- 
diers. ‘ 

The Cavaliers were the men of fash- 
ion in England. They wore felt hats, 
often with large plume stretching out 
behind. They let their hair grow 
long, or else wore wigs; and their 
long curls hung down about their 
shoulders. 


When riding (and sometimes when 
not riding) a Cavalier wore high 
boots, fitted with spurs. At other 
times, he wore low square-toed shoes 
and tight silk stockings. His shoes 
might be adorned with bows, or with 
roses made of ribbon. His 
were not padded (like those of gen- 
tlemen in the time of Elizabeth), but — 
they were colorful; and so was 
rest of the costume. 

The Puritans did not like the ways ~ 
or dress of 
Instead of bright colorful costumes, 
they had dark-colored garments—ex- — 
cept for wide white collars. 
their shoulders, they wore capes. 
jaunty plume was set in the hat of a2 
Puritan ! 2 

Puritan men cut their hair short, 
and this led a Cavalier to ask, What 
creature is this with his short hair, 
and huge long ears?” 

Puritan ears were no longer than 
those of other men; but they could 
be seen, for they were not covered 
by long curls. The nickname “Round- 
head” arose because of the Puritan 
custom of cutting the hair. 

When King Charles and the Cava- 
liers were in power, thousands of 
Puritans left England to settle in the 
New World—in the part of the United 
States now known as New England. 
After the Roundheads gained control 
of England, a large number of Cava- 
liers crossed the Atlantic and settled 
in Virginia.

When I spoke of the small squares 
being appliqued or 1 onto the 
plain white squares was referring 
to the pieces which carry the chain 
‘idea across the quilt.

These 
quilts are frequently made up in 
white and one color. Say red or green 
or dark blue. 


In the triple chain the large square 
may be white. The ‘pieced block may 
have a square of one color for the 
very center. This color may be repeat- 
ed in the two squares shown in the 
direction leaflet as “a” and b.“ Then 
the quilt top is said to be the jewel“ 
pattern. That is, the plain color used 
in these three places throughout the 
quilt sets the color or kind of jewel. 
Red for ruby, green for emerald and 
so forth. 


This quilt depends on careful cut- 
ting and piecing for its good effect.

Champion, Too Big for 
Title.

NEW YORK, April 15.—(®)— 
Barney Ross, the Kittle fellow who 
has ruled the lightweights for the past 
two yeas, decided he was too big for 
them today and so he turned in his 
resignation as champion of the 135- 
pounders to the New York State Ath- 
letie Commission. 

This sudden move, first of its kind 
in lightweight title history that goes 
ell the way back to 1868, when Abe 
Hicken beat Pete McGuire in Perrys- 
ville, Mo., brought several swift de- 
velopments.
